FINAL  ALLOCATION 


The  U.  S.  Office  of  Education  allocated  Title  III  funds  among  the  states  in 
November.     The  final  FY '71  allocation  for  projects  in  Montana  is  $622,936. 
Of  this  amount  15%  or  $93,440  was  retained  by  the  U.  S.  Office  for  direct 
grants  to  local  school  districts.     Information  concerning  the  procedures  to 
be  followed  in  applying  for  these  funds  has  not  as  yet  been  released.  Approx- 
imately $187,000  will  be  required  for  continuation  of  previously  approved 
projects  and  for  testing  services.     Therefore,  approximately  $342,000  is 
available  for  new  projects  this  fiscal  year.     Of  that  amount,  a  total  of  $121,314 
is  earmarked  for  handicapped,  guidance  and  counseling  projects. 

APPLICATION  PROCEDURE  AND  DEADLINE  .    .  . 


Any  district  wishing  to  submit  an  application  should  first  send  in  a  letter  of 
intent.     This  letter  should  briefly  outline  the  program,  include  objectives  and 
procedures  and  indicate  the  amount  of  total  funds  requested.     This  letter 
should  be  no  more  than  two  pages.     The  ESEA  Title  III  staff  will  contact  each 
applicant  who  has  submitted  a  letter  of  intent  and  send  other  application  in- 
formation.    The  deadline  for  the  submission  of  this  letter  for  the  second 
application  period  is  January  15,  1971.    Additional  application  information  may 
be  obtained  from  Harold  W.  Rehmer,  ESEA  Title  III  Supervisor  in  the  Office  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  Helena,  phone  449-2059.
